September , 1959 period. 

No. 28 -ITC(PN)/ 59 . —Attention of importers Is Invited to the Import policy 
for Garage Tools (S. No. 275 (b)/IV) in Section II of the current Red Book 
according to which this item is licensed to established importers on a quota of 
33 1/3 per cent. Gen., and 33-1/3 per cent, Soft during the current half year. 

2. As a result of certain representations made, it has been decided to increase 
the quota for S. No, 275(bj/IV from 33-1/3 per cent. Gen. and 33-1/3 per cent. 
Soft to 50 per cent. Gen, and 50 per cent. Soft during the current half year. The 
entry imder column 4 against S. No.275(b)/IV in the Red Book for April-Septem- 
ber, 1939 may be deemed to have been amended accordingly. 

3. Established importers who have already obtained quota licences on the 
basis of 33-1/3 per cent. Gen., and 33*1/3 per cent. Soft quota may apply for 
supplementary licences to the licensing authorities concerned for this item on 
the basis of the enhanced quota now announced. 

Subject- — Import policy for ‘Dental Surgical instruments, apparatus and appli¬ 
ances, not otherwise specified' \S. No. 93-94(j)/V] during April- 
September, 1959. 

No. 29-ITC(PN)/59.—Attention of importers is invited to the import policy 
for S. No. 93-94 (j)/V in Section II of the current Red Book according to which 
this item is licenced to established importers on a quota of 75 per cent. Gen. and 
75 per cent. Soft during the current half year. 

2. As a result of certain representations made, it has been decided to increase 
the quota for S. No. 93-94(j)/V. from 75 per cent. Gen., and 75 per cent. Soft to 
100 per cent. Gen, and 100 per cent. Soft during the current half year. The entry 
under column 4 against S. No. 93-94(j)/V. in the Red Book for April-September, 
1959, may be deemed to have been amended accordingly, 

3. Established importers who have already obtained quota licences on the 
basis of 75 per cent., Gen., and 75 per cent., Soft quota may apply for supple¬ 
mentary licences to the licensing authorities concerned for this Item on the basis 
of the enhanced quota now announced. 
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Slbject; — Import policy for 'Hardware, iron mongery and tools, all sorts, not 
otherwise specified in this Schedule excluding machine tools and 
agricultural implements IS. No. 275 la)/IV] during April-September, 
1969. 

No. 30'ITC(PN)/69.—In terms of Appendix XXIV in Section III of the Red 
Book, for April- S eptember 1959, the import of Chain pulley blocks, Hand sewing 
needles, Staples and Staplers is permitted only upto a certain tlxed percentage 
of the face value of quota licence for S. Np. 275 (a)/IV. 

2. On a review of the position, the provisions made for these items in Appen¬ 
dix XXIV have been replaced by the following remarks: — 

Chain Pulley blocks. —Not more than 50 per cent, of the face value of quota 
licences issued for S, No. 275(a)/IV or Rs. 500, whichever is higher, can be utilis¬ 
ed for import of this item. , 

Hand sewing needles. —Not more than 5 per cent, of the face value of quota 
licences issued for S. No. 275 (a)/IV or Rs. 500, whichever is higher, can be 
utilised for import of hand sewing needles. i 

Staples. —Not more than 2 per cent, of the face value of quota licences issued 
for S. N. 275(a)/IV or Rs. 500, whichever is higher, can be utilised for import 
of staples of J” width and J” leg size and below, the import of which is banned 
against licences issued for S. No. 275 (a)/IV. 

Staplers. —Not more than 5 per cent, of the face value of quota licences issued 
for S. No. 275(a)/IV or Rs. 600, whichever is higher, can be utilised for import 
of staplers, i I 

Note. —These monetary limitations will apply to the extent, these are covered 
by the overall value of the quota licence for S. No. 275 (a)/IV held by Establish¬ 
ed Importers for the half year April-September, 1969. 

3. It is not necessary to present the licences already issued for S. No. 275(a)/ 
IV for necessary amendment to licensing authorities, but clearance will be allow¬ 
ed by the Customs op the authority of this Public Notice.
